Free Food Distributed To 57,000 Marylanders

BALTIMORE <AP>-*Some 57,- 
OOO Marylanders are taking advan­ 
tage of the federal Donable Foods 
Program expanded earlier this 
year by President Kennedy. 


William J. Brogger, supervisor 
of the program for the State De­ 
partment of Budget and Procure­ 
ment, said the eligibility rolls 
have increased some 19.000 since 
Jan. I, the effective date of Ken­ 
nedy’s order. 
The step-up in distribution of 


free food was part of the Presi­ 
dent’s program of relief for eco­ 
nomically depressed areas. Under 
that program more food and more 
varieties of it were made avail­ 
able. 
Of the 57.000 recipients. 48.000 
of them ’are Baltimoreans. The 
rest are from Washington County, 
which has 7.500. and Baltimore 
County, whose total is 1,500 
To be eligible to receive free 
food, individuals or families must 
meet any one of these require­ 
ments: 


it as a fiddle and f 
i .ady for college 


1. Be a welfare client already 
receiving public assistance. 
2. Be unemployed. * 
3. Qualify under a maximum 
salary scale if employed. 
Under the salary scale, an indi­ 
vidual may receive free food if he 
makes less than $90 a month, $125 
a month for a family of two. $150 
for a family of three and $175 for 
a family of four. 
Brugger said most of those cur­ 
rently eligible already are public 
welfare clients, except in Wash­ 
ington County where there is high 
unemployment. 
He said the increase in applica­ 
tions for the food was due mainly 
to the added varieties made avail­ 
able since the end of 1960. Mary­ 
land receives all ll varieties in­ 
cluded under the donable surplus 
category. 
In 
Baltimore, 
however, 
just 
eight commodities are distributed. 
The food is apportioned to the 
50 states by the U. S. Department 
of Agriculture, luteal distribution 
centers are administered, staffed 
and operated by the local govern­ 
ments involved 
Available for the needy in Balti­ 
more, Brugger said, are dried 
milk 
flour, 
butter, 
cornmeal, 
dried eggs, lard, peanut butter 
and canned meat. In addition, the
